LBANY (N. v.) Aug. 9.— 

The collapse of the John 

A. Myers Company de- 
partment store yesterday, which 
resulted in the death of thirteen 
persons and probably the fatal 
injury of two others, will be in- 
vestigated by a special commis- 
sion. To avold the possibility 
of a prejudiced inquiry, Mayor 
Gaus decided that all the inves- 
tigators shall be out-of-town 
men. 
The discovery that the thir- 
teen bodies already taken out will | 
account probably for all the vic- 
tims of the accident is a sur- 
prise to Albanians, who, until 
this afternoon, expected that at 
least a dozen more mangled 
forms were buried beneath the 
ruine. So sure are the wreck-

ALBANY. Aug. 9.—Shortly after 
daybreak, the searchers found the 
twelfth body. It was Miss Helen Ma- 
lone. a young girl who shared the 
cashier's gallery on the main floor, 
‘with Anna Whitbeck, Minnie Bullman 
and Alice Sharp, and was crushed be- 
neath the same girders that killed her 
three companions. 

The injured in the hospitals are 
| doing well, with two exceptions. Miss 
Ella Donohue, one of the first sur- 
vivors to be taken out of the wreck, 
has her spine fractured and cannot 
live. Mrs. Borst of Windom, Minn., 
who was one of the few shoppers in- 
jured, is also reported to be in a criti- 
cal condition. She had been visiting 
Mrs. Richard W. Brass. wife of a well- 
known attorney. The two women 
were out on an early shopping tour. 
Mrs Brass was also injured, but after 
being in the wreck several hours was 
removed without serious wounds. 

The only addition to the injured is 
Thomas Rogers, a fireman, who was 
painfully, though not seriously bruised 
and cut while at the work of rescue. 

The first shock of the horror has 
passed, and the people of Albany have 
begun to ask who is responsible. 
Mayor Gaus, Chief Higgins of the fire 
depariment and Commissioner Cantine 
of the department’ of public safety, 
believe that the accident was caused 
directly by workmen excavating be- 
neath the basement floor, who under- 
mined one of the key brick piers in the 
center of the building, and their belief 
is generally shared. Mayor Gaus said 
today: “Every guilty person will be 
prosecuted as soon as we have placed 
the responsibility for this disaster. 
which is the worst of its kind that has 
ever befallen the city.” 

The work under way when the build- 
ing collapsed was in charge of Con- 
tractor John Dyer, Jr. Of the thirty- 
one men employed by him on the 
building, everyone escaped. In view 
of the fact that nearly all of them 
were in or under the basement in the 
very center of the structure, their es- 
pcape is almost miraculous. 

The building site is in the heart of 
the shopping district at Nos. 39 and 
41 North Pearl street. It is owned 
partly by the company and partly by 
the estate of the late David Orr. The 
loss to ‘the company is estimated at 
between ($200,000 and $300,000. The 
building was a very old one, but until 
now was considered perfectly safe. 

The thirteenth body found was iden- 
tified as that of Miss Winifred Kelly. 
by her father, who had watched by the 
wreckage all night.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 9.—An un- 
usual condition at sea was today re- 
ported by Capt. Goodwin, of the ship 
Dirigo, which arrived from the 
Spreckels sugar refinery at Honolulu 
with a cargo of raw sugar.

WAS TAFT’S GOOD FRIEND. 

In 1891, Archbishop Chapelle was 
made bishop coajutor of Santa Fé and 
became archbishop of that diocese in 
1894. Three years later, on the death~ 
of Archbishop Janssens, he was named 
Archbishop of New Orleans. The year 
following, after the Spanish-American 
War, he was appointed by the Pope 
Apostolic Delegate to Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. He went to 
the Philippines and spent much time 
there in connection with the conditions 
growing out of the change of sover- 
eignty in the islands. He took up the 
cause of the friars and though his 
work was most difficult the results 
achieved resulted in the 22 of 
the Vatican. 

During his stay in Manila, he was 
thrown constantly into contact with 
Secretary Taft, then Governor-General 
of the islands, and they became warm 
personal friends. When Secretary 
Taft came through New Orleans early 
in the year, on his way to Panama, 
the archbishop attended the banquet 
given him and subsequently enter- 
tained the secretary at a:formal func- 
tion at the archepiscopal residence. 

Three years ago, Archbishop Cha- 
pelle was relieved of the responsibility 
of his mission to the Philippines, but 
continued his jurisdiction ‘over Cuba 
‘and Porto Rico. He made frequent 
visits to both islands and was con- 
stantly in touch with all the work of 
his vast diocease.

PEKING, Aug. %—{By Atlantic 
Cable.) Wu Ting ‘Fang, former Chi- 
nese minister at Washington and now 
vice-president of the Chinese Board of 
Foreign Affairs, was interviewed this 
afternoon in regard to the proposed 
new treaty with the: United States. 
He said that the expiring convention 
was unsatisfactory from the Chinese 
standpoint, and hence the Chinese de- 
sired its revision: The Chinese govern- 
ment agreed to the exclusion of coolies 
from the United States, and this point 
presented no difficulty; but the exist- 
ing regulations pressed hardly on 
other classes. For instance, merchants, 
travelers, etc., while. nominally ad- 
missible to the United States, are 
forced. to undergo un examination 
which possibly is necessary, put which 
is generally rendered very objection- 
able on account of thé manner of the 
enforcement of its regulations. 

For example, he said, a Chinese of 
the superior class arriving at San 
Francisco was detained by the authori- 
ties while his credentials were being 
examined. This detention frequently 
involves his consorting with low-class 
coolies in a common shed, and while 
unable to commuriicate with his 
friends, he is subjected to incon- 
veniences and indignities to which the 
meanest American would refuse to 
submit. Moreover, the Chinese js 
not allowed to retain: the services of 
anyone-to protect his Interests, and if 
the immigration authorities decide ad- 
versely in his case there is no poasi- 
bility of an appeal. That these griev- 
ances are well-founded is demon- 
strated by the fact of President Roore- 
velt’s stringent order that courtesy be 
shown the Chinese by the authorities, 
under pain of dismis¢al. The Presi- 
dent's action in the cwse of the King 
family practically admits the ex 
of real grievances. There are, said 
the ex- minister, numberiess instances 
where even Americans have been 
forced to admit the harsh treatment 
of Chinese, 

Wu Ting Fang admitted that Eu- 
ropean immigrants were not allowed 
representation or appeal during their 
examination, but rejected the argu; 
ment because the Chitiese are treated 
entirely different from Europeans in 
other respects. He said that China 
agreed to the exclusion of coolies, but 
urged as the main points of her con- 
tention that the better class of Chinese 
be treated on an equal footing with 
other aliens, given the right to retain 
counsel, the right to Appeal, if neces- 
sary, and the admission of coolies to 
Hawail, which he regarded as the most 
important. Hawali, he said, requires 
laborers badly, and since the Chinese 
have been excluded, the industries of 
the islands have suffered. Anyhow, 
the Chinese do not ? compete with 
American labor. 

The Philippines have long been the 
natural field for Chinese, industry. The 
application of the exclusion act to the 
Philippines by Gen. Otis was without 
America’s prior approval, and it is 
generally admitted that it was uncalled 
for. Regarding the desfrability of Chi- 
nese labor in the Far Kast, Wu Ting 
Fang instanced the prosperity of Sin- 
gapore. He greatly regretted the boy- 
cott against American goods, as it may 
possibly estrange th. egood will of the 
Americans, which is highly prized. Ap- 
parently, however, the Chinese classes 
most concerned, considering the pros- 
pects remote for a solution of the dif- 
ficulty, have decided that a boycott is 
the only means of ventifating the ques- 
tion. Wu Tine Fang pointed out that 
the boycott, though thoroughly organ- 
ized by the best and most representa- 
tive Chinese, was thoroughly pacific, 
and was not directed agafhst persons 
and property. 
the depth of feeling manifested, not 
only by the mercantile classes, but by 
students, and even- women. Evidently 
this expression of public sentiment in- 
dicates extraordinary progress in the 
direction of growth of real nationality. 

Wu Ting Fang could only conjec ture 
the results if the boycott were disre- 
garded by the Americans, but consid- 
ered the movement most serious. He 
trusted that it would gon he rendered 
superfiuous by a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the complaint.. Fle sald he had 
been credited with directing the move- 
ment, but indignantly repudiated the 
suggestion. He remarked: that it was 
as unreasonable to expéct America to 
be able to compel Chinese to purchase 
American goods as to expect America 
to prevent the Chicago strikes. He re- 
gretted that so little progress had 
been made in the negotiations for a 
new convention.. He pointed out that 
the acceptance of Chinas wishes prac- 
tically does not affect: America, as 
American labor in Hawali and the 
Philippines does not come into compe- 
titiom with the Chinese, while facilities 
reguired for the entrance of superior 
Chinese Immigrants ta the United 
States were admittedly just and reas- 
onable. He suggested that the educa- 
tion test was the most effective means 
to prevent the ingress of coolies. This 
was an easy means of a&certaining the 
eligibility of other classes, besides 
eliminating the undesirable feature of 
class distinction. 4

The run on the Denver Savings Bank, 
which began yesterday, was resumed 
today.

Vice-President F. . Jones made the 
following announcement: “The public 
fs assured, on the honor of the man- 
agement of this bank, that there is ab- 
solutely no occasion for any uneasi- 
ness as to the bank's condition.

King Edward Celebrates Anniver- 
sary of Hie Coronation by Review- 
ing Combined Squadrons Off Ports- 
mouth—Enormous Masses of Peo- 
ple View the Spectacle.

PORTSMOUTH (Eng.) Aug. 9—(By 


Atlantic Cabie.] King Edward cele- 
brated the anniversary of his corona- 
tion by reviewing the combined French 
and British: fleets, aggregating some 
seventy ships. As a spectacle, the 
event was somewhat marred by gloomy 
end showery weather, but the enthusi- 
asm of the crowds was undiminished. 
Enormous masses of people thronged 
both shores and there was a fleet of 
excursion boats filled to their capacity. 

The royal yacht Victoria and Albert 
weighed anchor at 10:30 o'clock, and, 
followed by a few privileged yachts, 
slowly passed down the lines of the 


fleets. As King Edward approached the! 


French and British flagships, the fir- 
ing of a royal salute commenced, and 
the entire combined fleets joined in a 
salute of 101 guns. His Majesty, wear- 
ing the uniform ot an admiral, stood 
alone on the bridge of the royal yacht 
at salute. All the ships were dressed 
and manned and their bands played 
“God Save the King.” | 

The review lasted an hour and then 
the Victoria and Albert returned to her 
mooring. Later, the King proceeded to 
the battleship Massena, the French 
fiagship,. where he was the guest of 
Vice-Admiral Caillard at luncheon. The 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of Con- 
naught accompanied His Majesty.

Graduate of Two Universities and 
Bon of Wealthy Man, Unable to 
Find Position, Swallows Cyanide of 
Potassium Before Several Ac- 
quaintances on Spring Street.

Glad W ater News Set Things 
All in Motion. 
New Enterprises Planned up 
San Fernando Way. 


BURBANK, Aug. %-—Premonitory 
pains and twitches! The San Fernando 
Valley has caught the boom. It ap- 
pears just about ready to break. 
Cause: Announcement of the closing 
of the deal by Los Angeles * he 


this means that the threat of the city 
te take away the ranchers’ wells and 
to leave them to the mercy of the en- 
croaching desert, is a past chapter. 

To Los Angeles this water deal is of 
great significance; but to the romantic 
old San Fernando Valley it is just what 
the smile and nod of the surgeon is to 
an anxious family after a dangerous 
operation. 

The effect of that single item of news 
upon this worried valley was electrical 
and dramatic. 

Hardly were the newspapers dumped 
onthe depot platform before property 
began to shoot up. With one swoop the 
valley “read its title clear.” 

Los Angeles syndicates sent men to 
take options right and left on ranch 
property; options on over $70,000 worth 
have been taken. 

One man who had a little ranch in 
the hills back of Burbank, which he 
bought a few years ago for $400—forty 
acre—has just sold it for $6000. 

Another man bought forty acres this 
side of Burbank for $4000 only two or 
three years ago; his price is now $16,000. 

City lots in the Burbank townsite 
have gone up from $50 or $100 to $500. 

A new hotel is projected; a new lum- 
ber yard has been opened; buildings 
are going up; when the new trolley line 
comes in, that will settle the business. 

This is the oy from the depres- 
sion put upon the ey by the threat 
of the city to take away the water and 
abandon the place to desolation. 

When Los Angeles becomes a city of 
great population the San Fernando 
Valley will become its garden patch. 
It is already fast becoming that. 

OUR GARDEN. 

Going up through the valley by the 
San Fernando road, first you g0 
‘through hundreds of acres of straw- 
berry patches all run by Ja ~~ be- 
yond that the great fields water- 
melons; then orchards, lastly 8 enor- 
mous stretches of wheat and barley 
fields.

It "wen principally against him and 
against L. C. Brand that the city’s fa- 
mous freese-out water sult was com- 
menced. 

Griswold owns or has leased over 250 
acres all planted to berries, and mostly 
sublet to Japanese, to whom he sup- 
plies water from a giant well that lies 
next the street on the outskirts of 
Tropico. 

Griswold’s well pumps 115 inches of 
water—about 1000 gallons eevry min- 
ute. He claims that this is not from 
the same source as the river, but from 
a basin of water lying underneath the 
face of the rock over which the 
seepage waters flow into the river. 

As one of the pioneers of water de- 
velopment in the valley, he is san- 
guine as to the water situation. 

“Had Los Angeles forced and won 
this suit against us, it would of course 
have made us a desert again. But Los 
Angeles can't afford to do that; it must 
have San Fernando Valey for its eariy 
market gardens in the days to come. 

“There never was any occasion to 
have taken the water from us. I would 
be willing to take the contract and put 
up a forfeit to develop 5000 inches of 
water on the lands actually in the pos- 
session of the city in this valley. There 
is plenty of water here. To have taken 
away what we are getting for our oWn 
ranches, would_have ruined us, and not 
have been a drop in the bucket for the 
elty.“ 

Griswold has the theory that the flow 
of water fs not down the bed of the 
river wash, but under the range of the 
Griffith Park Hills and thence to the 
sea, 

STARTING NEW FARMS. 

Since this Owens River news, Gris- 
wold has extended his dominions, by 
leasing a quantity of land the other 
side of Burbank to be put to berries. 
Altogether about 250 acres of new land 
is being newly planted to berries in 
that section:

A margin of 1 cent a meal would 
have returned ‘an Sheriff a cool profit 
of $1483.14 for the year. 

The city feeds its prisoners at an 
average cost of less than 6 cents per 
meal—and the facilities provided by the 
county are said to make it possible 
for the Sheriff to perform the same 
service much cheaper, fuel and nearly 
every necessity except the actual food

They treated him as 
a son, and he regarded them as his own 
parents. Indeed, when the grand- 
father died, in his will he mentioned 
Gus and left his property so that Gus 
would share just as his own children, 
Whatever the motive of the old people 
can have been to allow the youth to 
grow up with the idea that his grand- 
parents were his actual parents has not 
appeared, but with that mistaken idea 
in his mind the rest of the relationships 
became at once mixed up in the most 
curious fashion.

The extraordinary immigration of 
the past two years is a very large fac- 
tor. More than 1,100,000 people came 
to our shores last year, and each one 
of them must be fed, clothed and 
housed. Their individual requtre- 
ments may be quite moderate at first, 
but their aggregate needs will neces- 
sarily reach a large figure. Suppose 
that one-half of them came as far 
west as the Mississippi River, their 
transportation and that of their effects 
would alone make a large item in the 
railway accounts.

Suggest that the issuing of currency 


by the government for national tanks 
be adopted for this enterprise. The 
bankers obtain a governmen: bond 
which is guaranteed by the United 
States. The same is deposited with 
the Treasury Department, and the 
banker receives in exchange an equal 
amount of Unitéd States national bank 
currency to be used by said bank with- 
out interest. Now, let Los Angeles 
county and others benefited by said 
water supply give good and suffici-nt 
security to the United States govern- 
ment, and in lieu thereof an equiv- 
alent of currency without Interest, 
same as do national banks, and with it 
build and equip a water system includ- 
ing light, heat and power plants. If 
consumers even paid less than at pres- 
ent rates it would require only a few 
years to take up the obligation to the 
government, and have the water sup- 
ply and equipment paid for, and owned 
by the people. The future income 
would be sufficient to build and sustain 
public parks, city buildings, charitable 
institutions, libraries, etc., etc. On the 
other hand, by the issue of bonds the 
revenue will be absorbed in interest, 
and be a constant leech on future gen- 
erations.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. &—To the 
Editor of The Times.] It has passed 
into a roverb, the force of 
which few travelers will questfon, that 
the French excel most other nations 
in the art of social enjoyment and the 
ability to skim the cream of life. I do 
not think the average Angelefio is so 
narrow-minded as to resent any exam- 
ple of this truth being quoted as à sug- 
gestion for the enhancing of his city’s 
attractions, and I therefore ask em- 
phatically why is there no music in 
Central Park? This verdurous breath- 
ing spot is in the heart of a great and 
rapidly growing city, a charming oasis 
in the midst of an ever-widening area 
M city blocks, hotels and the rush of 
a tumultuous traffic. To almost every 
one who frequents this city garden 
it must occur at times that a splendid 
opportunity is there lying neglected 
and ignored, in the absence of a pub- 
lic band. The spacious pavilion now in 
the center of the park is practically 
unused and would accommodate a large 
company of musicians; the only diffi- 
eulty, I presume, being the expense 
of maintenance.

music pavilion in the Jardin Public 
(analogous to our Central Park) 4 
railed-off area is arranged in rows of 
chairs with alleyways between, admit- 
tance to which is allowed by payment 
of a small fee, something like our 
nickel. The proceeds serve to pay for 
the performance. Outside the railing 
there is ample room for those who may 
wish to enjoy the music and pronie- 
nade at the same time. Except during 
wet or cold evenings the seats are al- 
most invarjably filled before the pro- 
gramme is commenced. These concerts 
afford a pleasant, cheap and health- 
ful amusement to those who prefer an 
open-air performance under the trees 
to the glaring lights and closer atmos- 
phere of a covered hall, 

Now, why cannot we institute some- 
thing similar in our beautiful city? A 
ban — without the band in it is 
like a p without light, and it is 
certain that once established we will 
all wonder how we could have done 
without it. A permanent musical in- 
fluence of this kind can hardly be over- 
rated, not only on account of its ins- 
cent recreational value, but for its 
valuable educational features. As te 
whether the public would pay a nickel 


or even a dime fee, I do not think 
they would be long in appreciat the 
worth of the money; they would ob- 


ain a comfortable seat for one or two 
hours, a programme and an uninter- 
ruptedly good view and hearing of the 
best type of music well rendered by a 
band which this city would take cure 
to make second to none. If the maar 
cheap vaudeville halls can be crowded 
nightly in this city at 10 and 20 cents 
per seat, surely there are enough who 
like something infinitely better, to pat- 
ronize the park band concerts, even it 
held nightly. In San Francisco, thous- 
ands take a long car ride every band 
day to listen to the music in Golden 
Gate Park, miles away from the city, 
and it is well worth the journey, as 
everyone knows. Surely, therefore, 
there can be no doubt of sufficient sup- 
port for a really good band in such a 


central spot as that by the 
park in this city. 
It is possible that the city authori- 


ties have their hands too full at pres- 
ent to take an active interest in the 
above direction; but if some ;

ESPEE TO HANDLE ITS FUEL AT 
KERN VILLAGE.

To Test Thoroughly its New Pipe, 
“Railroad Company Will Operate 
Thirty-Mile Line Before Building 
to San Francisco Bay—“The Times” 
Report Confirmed. 


Delano, a small town in Kern county, 
some thirty miles north of Bakersfield, 
is to become an oil-shipping point cf 
the Kern River district. A strange 
move this seems, but none the less it 
is the intention of the Southern Pa- 
cine to transfer to this small village, 
remote from any oll well and unknown 
to the trade, the vast shipments of oi! 
from Kern River that go to sappiy its 
locomoétiyes with fuel. When" one is 
acquainted with the enormous tonnage, 
chiefly oil, that is shipped from Oil 
City and Bakersfield, one gets some 
idea of what this means. Upon au- 
thority of an official, who should know 
whereof he spoke, it is said that the 
total tonnage of shipments from Bak- 
ersfield and Kern River, at least 85 per 
cent. being oil, exceeds that of any 
point on the line, not excluding San 
Francisco. Of this oil probably 50 per 
cent. or more is company fuel, the bal- 
ance being for commercial use. It is 
— former that is to be diverted to De- 


no. 

This all comes about through the new 
pipe of which the Espee has obtained 
control, and with which it intends to 
build a line from Kern River to San 
Francisco Bay. As The Times has al- 
ready stated, this has been practically 
determined upon by thecompany. But 
before going to this expense the South- 
ern Pacific desires to give the new pive 
the most thorough test possible; it does 
not care for an experience such as the 
Standard has had with its costly fail- 
ure between Bakersfield and Mendota, 
and the thirty miles of pipe to Dei ano 
will be laid and given a thorough test 
by handling oil in a practical way for 
business purposes for a few months, 
and then the line will be completed 
through to the Bay, if the results have 
been satisfactory. This last is positive, 
and is given upon authority that can- 
not be disputed. A very successful test 
of the new pipe has already been made 
at Oakland in a line two and a half 
miles long. 

The new pipe will be at first of the 

pordinary kind used in pumping cil, but 
before use it will be subjected to a 
process of corrugating. This will be 
done at Bakersfield, where the company 
is installing the necessary plant and 
machinery. The preparation of the 
pipe will be by pressure placed upon 
it from the outside. There will be no 
deep groves cut in the inside of the 
pipe; only a comparatively slight ridge- 
like projection encircling the inside of 
the pipe, on the outside a slight depres- 
sion. About half an inch is to be 
the extent of this. Winding around 
and around it will run along the pipe 
for its entire length encircling it like 
some great serpant wrapped around it, 
the pipe being completely encircled 
about once every nine feet. While the 
pumps force it on its journey the oil 
and water will be caused to revolve, 
and the latter by centrifugal force will 
be forced to the outside, so that a 
water friction, which ts of little effect 
upon the pumping, will be substituted 
for the oil friction which caused the 
virtual failure of the Standard’s line so 
far as Kern oil ig concerned. 
The purpose of the line will be to 
transport the company's own ol] ard 
supply the tanks in the San Joaquin 
Fresno, Merdat~_ 
other points. 
Whether commercial of] will ever be 
pumped is a question that only the fu- 
ture can answer. So far the company 
has no such intention. The result, 
however, will be the release for com- 
mercial use of all the tank cars now 
used for hauling company fuel, which 
comprise nearly 50 per cent. of those 
owned by the company. 

The line to Delano is to be built by 
the maintenance of way department. 
Officials are talking of having it in 
operation within sixty or ninety days, 
but those who have watched the out- 
come of such predictions in the past 
‘say it is not likely that oll will be 
pumped before the first of 1906. The 
first ult of its operation will doubt- 
less a relief to the rush of traffic 
over the Ol City branch and at the 
Bakersfield yards. There will be ore 
pumping station located at the flelds. 

Although there has been nothing 
whatever determined along this line, 
there been some talk in official 
circles of Iding a similar line to the 
south as {sr at least as Fernando, in 
the event of the success of the northern 
line. This would greatly relieve the 
enormous traffic over the Tehachepi. 

NO LIGHT KERN OIL. 


The latest reports from Kern River 
do not encourage the belief that there 
win be any light oil sand found at a 
greater depth than any of the early 
operators ventured to . The Car- 
man well, one of those that is being 

ut down in the hope of replenishing 

ern River’s supply, is now at a depth 
of 2600 feet and all accounts agree that 
oil has been found. On the hitherto 
undeveloped tract of the Petroleum 
Development the Santa Fé has its well 
down about feet, but since it dis- 
covered a very slight oi! sand at 1700 
feet, no results have been obtained. 

Among operators it is hoped that the 
Santa Fe's efforts to shut off the water 
have really been successful as claimed 
by the company but few appear to be- 
lieve that the work will be permanent 
or effective. Even if i is, go far as 
that property is concerned, there is 
reason to believe that there are too 
many others affected to permit this 
to make very much difference to the 
field as a whole. 

That there is a very heavy demand 
for oll on the part of the Southern 
Pacific is shown by the rushing of 
work on the properties of the Imperial 
and Thirty-three companies, two of 
the largest independent companies in 
the State, who sell their entire pro- 
duction to the railroad under contracts 
made years ago when prices were don- 
ble what they are now. These com- 
panies have five strings of tools run- 
ning practically all the time.

PHOENIX (Art.] Aug. There is 
a movement to have the Roosevelt dam 
built higher than called for by the 
present plars, When the contract for 
its construction was let twenty feet 
was taken off the top of the plana 
at that time decided upon.
